Subject and Problem;- 


A detention of imported "Hubbard E Meters" is to be contested by the 
consignees in Minreapolis, Minnesota, during the latter part of this 
month. There are several courses open to the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration in connection with this litigation and we seek a decision as 
to which course tc> follow. 



Background ; 

The "Hubbard E Meter" is a piece of electrical equipment used by the 
"Founding Church of Scientology". In a trial held in the U.S. District 
Court, Washington^ D. C., during April 1967, this device was found to 
be misbranded by a Federal Court Jury. On appeal, the court reversed 
the findings of the lower court holding that the group operates as a 
religious organization, but they also held that "since the basis of 
our reversal was that the case was improperly framed rather than that 
the Scientologists' device and literature were absolutely protected, 
or that the evidence was insufficient, it would appear that a new trial 
would be in order". The Solicitor General decided not to seek review 
of this verdict by the Supreme Court. The claimant did seek such re¬ 
view but was denied, A retrial date of September 1 has now been assigned. 
Since that trial, several other E Meter devices offered for importation 
into this country have been detained and trials on these matters have 
*' been held in Los Angeles and in Texas. The Government won both of these 
suits although the claimants have appealed the one in Los Angeles.

As far os wo knew, no credible Investigative cork has boon dess by 
anyone in the scientific corsamlty on any fora of "Diaaetics" or 
"Scientology.'* 

Hubbard has sponsored o variety of Scientology organisations, includ¬ 
ing tho "Pounding Church of Scientologytho "Distribution Center, 
Inc.," tha "Church of American Sciencetha 'Tluttnrd Scientology 
Organisation," "Church of Scientology," "Academy of Scientology," end 
others throughout tha united States and olcauhcro. Tho organisations 
uno a device known as tha "Hubbard E-Meter." Other names urud for 
this or dollar devices lneludo: "E-Jieter," "Anir.nth liater," "Aalnath 
Alignment Meter," "gritish Mark V E-Hcter," "Hubbard Electrometer," 
"Confessional Aide C-Mnter." 

In January 1963, approximately ICO Hubbard K-Meters, together with n 
largo quantity of various pieces of literature relating to the E-!!2ter, 
rare reined in por3e33icn of the Distribution Center, Inc., tho Academy 
of Scientology, and tho Hubbard Guidance Center, Inc., all located in 
Uecbington, D, C. Thai devices tjoro represented by tho literature to 
bo adequate and effective for tha diagnosis and treatment of all cental 
ailments and essentially oil physical ailments of mankind, which repre¬ 
sentations and suggestions nera charged to ho fairs cr misleading. This 
ccirurs action was contested. After o thirteen-day trial, a im*? lb*- 
temdned the device to ba misbranded. A Decreo of Condenmstim wun 
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filed August 23, 1967. The claimants filed a notice of Appeal to tha 
C^itcd States Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia oa Octo¬ 
ber 23, 1967. (Appeal Mo, 21, 403). Tho case was argued on Bovambar 3, 
1963. Ca February 2, 1969, tha court reversed tho finding of tha lower 
court and by a majority decision, found that tho group operates as a 
religious organisation. 

Tho decision pointed out that the Court of Appeals doea not hold that 
tha Founding Church la for all legal purposes a religion. It also 
pointed out that, even if Scientology is a religion, not all literature

As f.nr as we know, no credible investigative work has been Himo hy anyone 
in t'ne scientific commuui Ly on "Standard Dinnetica" or any other form of 
"Dianetlcs." 

Hubbard has sponsored a variety of. Scientology organizations, including the 
"Founding Church of Scientology," the "Distribution Center, Inc.," the 
"Church of American Science," the "llubbiird Scientology Organization," "Church 
oi Scientology," "Academy of Scientology," and others throughout the United 
:>tacc3 and elsewhere. These organizations use a device known as the 
"(Ju b on rd E-Meter." 

In January 1963, approximately 100 Hubbard E-Metera together with a large 
quantity ol: various pi.ec.es of literature relating to the Me ter were 
seized in possession of the Distribution Canter, Inc., the Academy of 
Scientology, and the Hubbard Guidance Center, Inc., all located in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. The devices were represented hv the literature to he adequate 
and effective for the diagnosis and treatment oi all mental ailments and 
essentially all physical ailments oi: mankind, which representations and 
suggestions were charged to be false and misleading. This seizure action 
was contested. After a thirteen day trial, a jury determined the device to 
be misbranded. A Decree of Condemnation was tiled August 23, 1967. The 
claimants filed a Notice of Appeal to' the United States Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia on October 23, 1967. (Appeal Mo. 21, 683).

AXIOM TWENTY: BRINGING THE 
STATIC TO CREATE A PERFECT 
DUPLICATE CAUSES THE 
VANISHMENT OF ANY EXISTENCE 
OR PART THEREOF. 

If you can bring someone to make a 
perfect duplicate of anything it will 
vanish. We have a perfect duplicate 
clearly defined: 

A perfect duplicate is an additional 
creation of the ob j ect , its ener gy, and 
s pace , in its own space , in its own time . 
using its own ener gy. (And we could 
append to that “the considerations 
which go along with it”, because it 
couldn’t be anything but 
considerations.) 

And: This violates the condition that 
two ob j ects must not occupy the same 
s pace, and causes vanishment of the 
obj ect. 

If you ask somebody to simply make a 
perfect duplicate of, for instance, a vase, 
just exactly where it sits, it will begin to 
fade out on him, and he can do that to 
almost anything. 

Why doesn’t it fade for somebody else ? 
This is quite remarkable. Everything in 
this universe is displaced or misplaced. 
When we talk about a lie, we reajly 


last moment or two several cosmic rays 
went through your body. Those were 
particles which emanated from 
somewhere and they arrived where you 
are—they had been en route for a 
hundred million years. To get one of 
those cosmic rays to vanish we would 
have to find its point of creation, and 
we would have to make a duplicate of 
that ray at the moment of its creation, 
and then we would have to make a 
duplicate ot having done so.

Why doesn’t the whole universe vanish? 
Well, probably on the very site of this 
building there was another building 
once and that building has been broken 
up and the bricks have been moved and 
part of it is out there in the street, and 
part of it is still in the ground below 
and part of it—maybe some brick dust- 
got on somebody’s suitcase who went 
to World War II, and part of it’s in 
Germany and it’s spread all over the 
place, and here are all these cosmic 
waves and rays going all over the 
universe—and to get each one of those 
at its moment of creation in the time 
and space, and to make a perfect 
duplicate of all this, would be quite a 
job. It’s not an impossible job. It 
requires an ability to span attention. 


your chair, has always been in that 
position. Nor is it true that the 
materials in that chair have always been 
in that position, nor is it true that the 
atoms which made up the chair in raw 
material form were always in that 
particular ore bed or in that particular ; 
tree. So you see it’s quite complex. 

This universe is scrambled. 

That doesn’t mean you can’t make it 
vanish, however. 

As we can produce this phenomenon, 
we know we have an ultimate solution. 
The perfect duplicate was the little 
latch string hanging out that opened the 
door to an ultimate truth. Well, what 
would an ultimate truth be? An 
ultimate truth is a Static, and an 
ultimate solution is a Static. In other 
words, an ultimate truth and an 
ultimate solution is nothin g. Get the 
As-is-ness of any problem, make a 
perfect duplicate of any problem, and 
the problem will disappear, You can 
subject that easily to proof.
